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(57) Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To eliminate excess print or rephotographing 
and to provide a picture for a certificate with one time 
of photographing without additional charge or excess 
time by confirming plural images photographed before 
printing, selecting only the suitable picture out of 
those images and printing it. 

CONSTITUTION: When a user puts in a photographing 
money, and input is received from a picture size input 
means 9, and any size corresponding to the size of the 
picture selected by the user corresponding to the 
purpose is decided. Afterwards, when a start button 8 is 
pressed, photographing is started after several seconds, 
a shutter control part 11 is controlled by a control 
part 5, photographing is performed three times every 
0.5sec, and image signals provided by a solid-state 
imaging device 2 are A/D converted and successively 
stored in a memory 4. When photographing is finished, 
the digital image signals stored in the memory 4 are 
displayed on an image display part 6, an input from 
image selecting means 7 is prompted and when any one 
image is selected, the signal corresponding to the 
information inputted from the means 7 is read from the 
memory 4, transmitted to an image output part 10 and 
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(54) DIGITAL CERTIFICATE PHOTOGRAPH SYSTEM 

(57) Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To easily obtain a segment 
range of image data that is used as a certificate 
photograph and to prevent an image quality from 
degrading even when segmenting is performed. 

SOLUTION: Original image data of a head of an object 
that is photographed with an image pickup means 1 is 
performed image display on a display means 5. A 
processing means 3 segments the dots of 1/interger of 
the number of dots of the original image data and 
outputs a photograph to an external photograph 
outputting means 6. The means 5 performs overlap 
display of an index that shows the position and size of 
a head as image data in accordance with image data to 
be outputted. The index is formed based on the position 
and size of a head that is necessary for a certificate 
photograph, and a photograph that is used as a 
certificate photograph is easily obtained when a 
photographer photographs only by adjusting to the index. 
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
